. raised in several years, though this sec-

tion has done much better than any
other with this {ruit. The Hood River
valley is well adapted to the growth of
penches, and was indeed famous on
that account years ago before it took its
present name. We heard of “Dog river
peaches’ Jong before we knew where Dog
river was. Every other froit, uot of a
tropical natnre, grows here in profusion,
and the only tlitg necessary to make
the industry a suceess is to increase the
capacity of our orchards so that we can
ghip in carload lots. The present ex-
cessive express charges cut us off from
the best markets, and the only remedy
is in being able to get carload rates by
fast freight. Many orchards are being
get fout, and onr fruit growers will do
well to keep this object in view, setting
enough of each variety to make a car-
load. If nof in condition to do this a
little concerted action would enable two
or more neighbors to manage it between
themselves, To do so it is necessary to
have the same varieties of fruit, or such
as will ripen at the same time. We
have an abiding faith that all of our
fruits will command, as onr berries do,
the very highest muarket price, and with
the advantages that low freights will
give us, we can compete successiully
with both California and Utah, in those
Lest of markets, Montana snd Dakota.

Ten Good Things to Know.

1. That sait will curdle new milk,
bence in  preparing milk porridge,
gravies, ecte,, "the salt should not be
added until the dish is prepared.

2. That eclear boiline water will re-
move téa staing aud niany fruit stains.
Pour the water throught the stain and
thus prevent its spreading oyer the
fahrie.

3. That ripe tomatoes will remove
inkand pther stains from white cloth,
also from the hands.

4. That a tablespooniul of furpentine
hoiled with white clothes will aid in the
whitening process.

8, That boiled stareh s mueh im-
proved by the addition of o little sperm
2dlt or gam arabic dissolved.

6. That beeswax and salt will make
sty flat irons a8 ¢clean and smopth as
lass, Tie a lump of wax in a rag and
keep it for that purpose. When the
irons are hot, rub them first with the
wax rag, then scour with . paper or
cloth sprinkled with salt.

7. That blue ointment and kerosene
mixed in equal proporticns and applie |
to the bedstesds is an upiniling bedbag
remedy, as o cont of whitewash is loxy
the walls of o Jog house.

8, That kerogene will soften boota or
shoes that have been hardened by water,
and rander them as pliahle ax new,

9. That kerosene will make tin tea
kettles ns bright as new. Saturate a
woolen rag and rub with it. It will also
remove stains from varnished furnitare.

10. That cool rain water and soda witl

remove machine grease from wash-
able fabrice,— e Sanitarian.
